(iv) If a woman candidate is unable to appear in the 
examination for maternity reasons her fee may 
be held over for the next examination, provided 
that the application for credit the fee for the 
next examination must be made to the Registrar 
within three months of the termination of the 
examination concerned and shall be supported 
by a medical certificate if so required by the 
Vice-Chancellor; 

(v) If a private candidate, serving as a member of 
the regular land, air or naval forces, is unable 
to appear in an examination owing to military 
exigencies, he shall be entitled to tne refund of 
fee, on production of a certificate to this effect 
from the Officer Commanding of his unit at any 
tim e before the commencement of the examina- 
tion. 

The application for refund of the fee should bo made 
within three months of the date when refund becomes due. 

6. Regulation 2(A) has been added to the regulations 
relating to ‘Admission to Examinations’ at page 121 of tho 
Calendar, Volume I, 1969, which shall read as under : — 

2. (A). An examinations in which a candidate has 
to appear in various Parts within a specified pariod of 
passing the lower Part, if a candidate is unable to do 
so within that period, he may be allowed to re-appear 
in the entire examination, provided he surrenders the 
certificates for the Parts which he has already passed. 

7. Regulations 3(C), 10 and 11 relating to Admission 
to Examinations’ at pages 122 and 124-125 of the Calen-

3(C). Where th e chances of a candidate to clear an 
examination arc limited, and he is disqualified from 
appearing in it for a fixed period, he may be allowed 
by the Vice-Chancellor one mor e chance to appear in 
the examination after the period of disqualification, in 
lieu of the chance or chances missed by him during tho 
period of disqualification.

10. The Governing Body of a non-Government 
college shall include on its management, in addition to 
the Principal, who shall be an ex-officio member, two 
representatives Of teachers elected by teachers of not 
less than five years standing provided that (i) the two 
representatives so elected shall be of not less than ten 
years standing and (ii) if two teachers of ten years 
standing are not available on the staff of the college, 
one representative shall bo elected of not less than 5 
years standing.

8-A. Every affiliated non-Government college shall 
prepare a seniority list on the basis of persons in posi- 
tion as on 11-1-1966 and supply the same to the 
University. Such lists shall be brought up to date 
every year as on April 1. 

14. Rule 17(1) of Appendix II governing ‘Standard 
Provident Fund Rules for College Teachers' at page 160 
of the Calendar, Vol. I, 1969, shall read as under : — 

17. (1) The Committee shall have the power, with 
the approval of the Registrar or such officer ap- 
pointed by him in his behalf, to allow temporary 
advances not exceeding three months pay to any 
subscriber from the amount of deposit at his 
credit in the fund, provided that he has no other 
resources at his disposal, for the following pur- 
poses : 

(a) To pay expenses incurred in connection with the 
illness of himself or a member of his family. 

(b) To pay expenses in connection with marriages, 
funerals or ceremonies which, by the religion 
of the subscriber, it is incumbent upon him to 
perform and in connection with which it is 
obligatory that expenditure should be incurred. 

(c) To buy foodgrains for his/her family at harvest 
time. 

(d) For the construction of a new house, 

(e) To meet the expenses of higher education of his/ 
her children. 

(f) For purchase of a conveyance. 

15. Clause (g) Regulation 6 relating to ‘Private can- 
didates' at page 181 of the Calendar, Volume I, 1969, 
shall read as under : — 

(g) Candidates who have been residents of the 
Punjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh and Union 
Territory of Chandigarh for nine months pre- 
ceding the examination. Provided such candi- 
dates ( Blind persons excepted ) have passed at 
least two years previously the 8th class exami- 
nation in the compulsory subjects of English, 
Mathematics and any one of the regional langu- 
ages, from any recognised school of a State in 
India, or any other examination recognised by 
the Vice-Chancellor as equivalent thereto. 

No one who has been on the rolls of a school at any 
time during the academic year preceding a University 
examination, shall appear at the examination as a private 
candidate without recommendation from the Headmaster 
of the school in which he was a student. 

Provided that sons and dependants of military person- 
nel eligible to appear as private candidates, shall not be 
required to fulfil the condition of residence required in 
the first paragraph of this clause. 

16. The following Regulation S relating to ‘Appoint- 
ment of Wardens of Hoeteli 1 ha* been added at page 188 
of the Calendar, Volume I, 1969 ; — 


3.1. The Vice-Chancellor shall have authority to ap- 
point part-time or whole-time Wardens for the 
various Hostels of the University. 

3.2. No one above the rank of a Reader shall be 
appointed a part-time Warden. 

3.3. The term of appointment of a part-time Warden 
shall be for one year in the first instance.

6(B). The B.A. examination in Part II shall also be 
open to a person admitted under the Regulations relating 
to private candidates provided he has passed, one acade- 
mic year previously : (1) the Part I examination of 

the B.A. (3-year) Course of the Punjab University; or 
(2) Intermediate (Arts or Science) examination of the 
Panjab University; or (3) the Pre-Medical or Pre-Engi- 
neering examination of the Panjab University; or (4) 
any other examination recognised by the Syndicate as 
equivalent thereto.

11. A candidate who fails in the examination (Part I 
or Part II) or, having completed the prescribed course, 
fails to appear in the examination, shall have to at end 
the prescribed course again in an affiliated college and 
shall not be allowed to appear in the examination as a 
private candidate. If, a candidate for Part I examination 
does not pass within three years of his admission to the 
course, he will not be allowed to continue his studies for 
the M.So. Examination in Agriculture. 
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25. Regulation 15 for the Degree of Doctor of Philo- 
sophy in Agriculture (Ph.D.) Faculty examination at 
page 164 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1969, shall read 
as under : — 

15. The thesis shall be referred to two external exami- 
ners appointed by the Syndicate on the recommendation 
of the Post-graduate Agricultural Education and Research 
Board and the Vice-Chancellor. Both the examiners

In the case of (v) the thesis shall be resubmitted with 
improvement and for this purpose the examiners shall 
make such suggestions as may deem fit. Provided that 
the candidate shall ordinarily re-submit the revised thesis 
after six months, unless he Is permitted to submit it earlier 
'In pursuance of the suggestions made by the examiners, 
and shall constitute a fresh examination for which the 
candidate shall pay half the prescribed fee.

29. Regulation 6 for ‘Examinations fot Diplomas and 
Literary Titles in Oriental Classical Languages’ at pages 
355-356 of the Calendar, Volume II, 1969, shall read 
as under : — 

6. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
shall be as under ; 

(a) Proficiency and High Proficiency examinations : 
33 per cent in each paper. 

(b) Honours examination : 33 per cent in each 

paper and 40 per cent in the aggregate. Provided 
that a candidate who obtains a minimum of 50 
per cent marks in the aggregate either in Part I 
or Part II of the Shastri examination, shall be 
declared to have passed the examination, even 
if he fails in one or more papers of Part I or 
Part II examination. 

Provided further that a candidate who fails in one 
or more papers and/or in the aggregate by not more 
than one per cent of the total aggregate marks, shall be 
given these marks to make up the deficiency, and shall 
be declared to have passed the examination. 

In the Shastri examination the grace marks shall be 
given separately, in Part I and Part II examination. 

Provided further that if a candidate in the Honours 
examination has secured at least second class marks in 
the aggregate excluding the marks obtained in the addi- 
tional optional paper, he shall be declared to have nassed 
the examination though failing in one or more papers. 
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In the Proficiency, High Proficiency and Honours 
examinations, a candidate who has obtained 40 per cent 
of the aggregate number of marks, but has failed in one 
paper only obtaining not less than 25 per cent marks in 
that paper shall be permitted to appear at the supplemen- 
tary examination to be held in October of the same year 
and the next annual examination in that paper only on 
payment of the same fee on each occasion as for the 
whole examination, and if he passes in that paper in either 
of those examinations, he shall be deemed to have 
passed the Proficiency/ High Proficiency/Honours exami- 
nation. 

Provided further that the Syndicate may extend this 
period, in the case of member of the regular armed 
forces, who is unable owing to defence exigencies, to 
avail himself of a chance within this time. 

A candidate for Shastrl Part 1 examination who is 
placed under compartment may be allowed to join Part 
II class and also appear simultaneously in Part I and Part

Part II examination will be cancelled. 

A candidate for Shastrl Part II examination who is 
placed under compartment may be allowed to join 
Acharya Part I class and also to appear simultaneously 
in Shastrl Part II and Acharya Part 1 examinations. If he 
fails to clear the Part II examination within the period 
allowed by regulations, his result of Acharya Part I exami- 
nation will be cancelled. 

30, The following Regulations have been appeared for 

M~A. Honours School in Economics Examination 

1. The examination for the M.A. Honodrs School in 
Economics shall be open to any candidate who — 

(a) has passed the B.A. Honours School in Econo- 
mics Examination of the Panjab University at 
least one year before; 

(b) has remained on the rolls of the School for the 
prescribed period; and 

(c) is recommended by the Head of the Department 
for admission to the examination. 

2. The examination for M.A. Honours School in Eco- 
nomics shall be conducted by a Boatd of Examiners, con- 
sisting of teachers In the School and External examiners. 

3. The course for the examination will consist of the 
following papers : — 

(i) Paper I, Advanced Economic Theory : This will 
be concerned with such problems In theoretical 
economics as have gained prominence in recent 
years, indicated especially by the papers in 
learned journals in economics. 

(il) Paoer II, Applied Economics : This paper shall 
deal especially with problems concerning the 
Indian Economy. 

(Hi) Paper nr, Practical Work : This paper shall 
require the candidates to apply ■ statistical as 
well as econometric methods in economic pro- 
blems. Computational methods shall be used. 

(iv) Paper IV, a dissertation, 

4. The applications for the admission to the examina- 
tion, countersign ed by the Head of the Department and 
accompanied by rupees one hundred, shall be submitted 
to the Registrar by the first February, of the year of the 
examination without late fee and by the tenth of Feb- 
ruary with a late fee of Rs. 5/- or as may be fixed by 
the Syndicate from time to time. 


5. If in any dieeertation involving original work the 
examiners are of the opinion that the work presented is 
not sufficient; and if the candidate’s other papers reach 
such a standard that qualifying marks in the dissertation 
would have enabled him to pass the examination, the 
candidate may be given an opportunity of completing his 
work at the discretion of the examiners. The maximum 
extra time allowed in such a case shall be one year; but it 
will be open for the candidate to submit his work at any 
time within that period. Such candidates shall, at the time 
of declaration of the results of the M.A. examination be 
notified by the examiners that they shall have to submit 
further work under the above head. Such candidates shall 
not be eligible for medals or other University distinctions. 

6. The Board of Examiners shall determine whether the 
candidate deserves to pass and also the class of each candi- 
date. 

7. The Board of Control shall make recommendations 
in all matters concerning the Honours School Courses, 
including the appointment of Examiners. 

31. THE FOLLOWING REGULATIONS HAVE BEEN 

APPEARED FOR PRAVESHIKA EXAMINATION 

1. The regulations which follow shall come into force 
from the admissions of 1970, 

2. The examination shall be held in the month of 
March or on such other date as may be fixed by the 
Syndicate. 

3. The examination shall be open to any candidate 
who — 

(i) has passed not less than three years preceding 
the examination the fifth (Primary) class 
examination from a recognised school in the 
Panjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh or Union 
Territory of Chandigarh or any other recog- 
nised examination as equivalent to or higher 
than the Primary examination;

Provided that the girl candidates shall have the option 
of offering Domestic Arithmatic and Household Accounts, 
in place of Elementary Mathematics. 

Every candidate shall have to pass in Prose, Poetry 
and Vyakarana and any three out of the remaining sub- 
jects. 

8. The minimum number of marks required to pass in 
each paper shall be 33% provided that if a candidate 
fails in one paper or more papers than one, and the total 
deficiency is not more than 1% of the aggregate of the 
marks, he shall be given up to 1 % of the aggregate 
marks to make up the deficiency without regard to the 
number of papers in which it is required. 

A candidate who obtains 33% of the aggregate num- 
ber of marks in the compulsory subjects, but has failed 
in the one subject only, obtaining not less than 20 per 
cent marks, may be admitted to a supplementary exami- 
nation and at the next annual examination, in that sub- 
ject, and if he passes in it he shall be deemed to have 
passed the examination. If he fails, or fails to appear 
in both these examinations, he shall have to appear in 
all the subjects de novo. 

9. Successful candidates shall be classified into three

3. Every candidate shall forward his application to the 
Registrar for admission to the examination on the pres- 
cribed form, through th 6 Head of the Department; at- 
least six weeks before the commencement of the exami- 
nation. 

4, There will be two written papers of three hours’ 
duration and an oral test.

(B) is a private candidate and is admitted by special 
order of Vice-Chancellor, and has passed not less than 
one year previously one of the examinations enumerated 
in 2(A) above. 

3. Every candidate shall forward his application to the 
Registrar for admission to the examination on the appli- 
cation form, duly prescribed through the Head of the 
department, at least six weeks before the commence- 
ment of the examination, accompanied by a fee of 
Rs. 30/-. 

Whenever the application or fee of the candidate is 
received more than three days after the last date pres- 
cribed above, he shall pay an additional fee of Rs, 5/- 
provided that such application shall only be entertained 
up to two weeks before the commencement of the exami- 
nation.
